Twin-purpose Fairing 

N page 182 of this issue we publish a drawing of a hypothetical racing machine 
streamlined in accordance with the latest requirements laid down by the Fédération 
Internationale Motocycliste. As will be seen, the front wheel is left exposed and the 
aerodynamic shape is thus less efficient than was obtained with the various forms of 
streamlining permitted in the past. On the credit side, however, it is held that the new 
fairing (which is really a reversion to the so-called dolphin type popular in 1953) is less 
susceptible to the effects of side winds. Riders whose interests are focused more directly 
on touring than on racing will note once again that admirable weather protection is offered 
by the dolphin streamlining—that a fairing on those lines, topped by an orthodox wind- 

screen, would appear to offer excellent possibilities in the touring and utility fields. 
Additional protection for the everyday rider is a development problem occupying many 
design staffs at the present time. On the one hand they are presented with the novelty 
and‘modernistic appearance of the front-wheel-enclosing shell, housing the headlamp and 
incorporating cooling ducts for leading air to the cylinder and head. On the other they 
may choose a modified version of the elaborated legshield (for it is little more) stipulated 
for international races. Though each type undoubtedly has great merit for everyday use 
the less complex design, it is felt, would be certain to meet with the greater favour. It 
would offer unrestricted steering lock; it would barely impair manceuvring in confined 
spaces; it would be lighter; and, finally, perhaps most important of all, it could be 

manufactured at relatively low cost. 


Leave Well Alone 


ORRESPONDENCE from readers indicates that there is still widespread divergence 
of opinion as to when an engine should be decarbonized. Some riders have as their 
targets fixed mileage figures at which, irrespective of the performance, they will remove the 
cylinder head. Others believe in leaving well alone—in removing the carbon only when 
their engines suffer from excessive pinking, overheating, or serious loss of power. In many 
instances decarbonizing may be carried out before it is necessary: because it is convenient 
to do so when the cylinder head has to be lifted for some other reason, such as attending 
to a sticking valve, to an oil leak from a pushrod-cover tube or to a faulty gasket. 

Clearly, the only hard-and-fast rule that can be laid down is that to decarbonize at a 
predetermined mileage is bad practice. No two machines, the one used for townwork and 
the other ridden hard on the open road, will form an equal carbon deposit over a given 
distance. The real governing factor must always be engine behaviour. Hence, provided 
none of the symptoms discussed earlier is evident, it is best to let the carbon remain 
undisturbed. “Leave well alone,” is a maxim that should be borne in mind by all who 
are disposed to tinker uhnecessarily. Too-frequent disturbing of joint faces, gaskets and 
screw threads can result in long-term harm. which is poor recompense for the self- 
satisfaction of over-enthusiastic maintenance.

D.R. Breeches 


HAVE been snowed under with requests for dealers able 

to supply D.R. riding breeches. Here are a few additions 
to the original information. Buyers should be careful about 
size: a civilian tailor will be more meticulous regarding cut 
and fit with riding breeches than with almost any other gar- 
ment. Prices have varied quite considerably. Postage of 
about 2s is usually charged to buyers who cannot collect in 
person. But make sure that your chosen pair is actually D.R. 
style and approximately your personal fitting. The vendors 
usually know nothing about measurements except the waist, 
for which 38in is usually a maximum since D.R.s in the 
Services are young. 


Overheating 


BEGINNER writes that old hands tell him there is no 
such thing as overheating. But his engine, bought 
secondhand, continues to give trouble accompanied by a very 
perceptible dissemination of heat. It would be truer to say 
that the word overheating is a label applied loosely to various 
troubles of which excessive heat is a product or a symptom. 
For instance, if an engine runs short of oil (or, in the case of 
a water-cooled unit, short of water); or if the charge fires too 
early because too,soft a plug becomes red hot or a carbon 
fragment in the combustion chamber becomes incandescent; 
or the mixture is too weak. All the pioneer riders half a 
century ago suffered from these and other troubles but none 
of them is directly attributable to the engine itself. A second 
series of troubles arise from distortion. These, too, were 
common in the early days and occasionally crop up even now. 
For example, a cylinder bore is supposed to be truly circular. 
On a badly designed side-valve engine the thickness of the 
casting might be even for, say, 315 degrees of the bore but 
over the remaining 45 degrees occupied by the valve shelf the 
thickness might be doubled, trebled or even greater. So when 
the iron expands unevenly under combustion heat, the bore 
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can hardly remain circular with the result that all sorts of 
friction and misfits might arise. About 1904 I had a 4 hp. 
Riley engine on which the valve chest always glowed cherry 
red—plainly visible after dark. That engine never produced 
its rated power. Nowadays an exhaust valve may run almost 
white hot yet function perfectly because there is no dis- 
tortion with the better metals. 


Helmet Suggestion 


HAVE received an extremely sensible and plausible 

suggestion. We all know that doctors are agreed in 
ascribing many deaths and major injuries to riders not wear- 
ing safety helmets. Though the cost of helmets is not enor- 
mous it is a definite burden in many family budgets, especially 
where the breadwinner buys a motor cycle almost com- 
pulsorily to render him mobile in his profession. So far the 
Government has refused us any purchase-tax relief. The 
suggestion is that the tax should be temporarily removed for 
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a stated period, say, from March 1 to May 31. That would 
give the less-pecunious owners a chance to economize with- 
out facing the risk of riding in soft headgear. 


Embarrassing Moment 


ADIO fans will recall that when Wilfred Pickles inter- 
views anybody he often inquires what has been the most 
embarrassing moment in their lives. Mine—in a motor cycling 
capacity—was when some, to me, insoluble trouble smote 
a 13 h.p. Quadrant tricycle which I had borrowed for test 
from the firm’s Manchester depot in Deansgate. I had pledged 
my word to return it by 4 p.m. It sank into silence at 3 p.m. 
about 10 miles out. Resourceful and honourable, I stopped 
a passing hansom cab and covenanted with the driver to tow 
me back to Deansgate. Lancashire folk are famous for being 
what they call straightforward. Along those 10 miles prac- 
tically all the insulting words in the dictionary, plus a good 
many which no dictionary has ever dared to print, were hurled 
at me by delighted ‘Lancastrians on the sidewalk. But I kept 
my tryst almost to time, and the Quadrant people in recom- 
pense made an appointment for me to try their high-powered 
passenger three-wheeler. 


The Quadrant Carette 


ERE I offer a nutshell description of the Quadrant 

Carette because (a) it was an utterly unique vehicle and 
(b) by some miracle a single sample has survived in fair 
condition and ran in a recent veteran car run. Its two in- 
credible originalities were that it had two separate engines, 
one rated at 2} h.p. and the other at 3 h.p. You could run one 
engine only or both together according to the work on hand. 
The transmission consisted of two separate belts fo a central 
countershaft. This shaft carried two cone-type clutches from 
’ which there were two final drives to the rear wheel—a belt 
drive for high gear and a chain drive for low gear. There is 
no record of how many were made or sold but the model was 
first staged at the 1904 Stanley Show. I do not recall seeing 
more than two of them. The machine was guaranteed to 
climb any hill at 10 m.p.h. and the price was £97 10s. I shall 
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assume that the road testing was done by old Tom Silver 
who made the first motor-cycle record from Land’s End to 
John o’ Groats. The Quadrant factory was full of ideas. Its 
contemporary motor cycles were renowned as having “single- 
lever control,” a “chess bishop” type of lever on the top tube 
controlling switch, ignition advance, exhaust-valve lifter and 
throttle. For several years the Triumph and the Quadrant 
fought a thrilling duel for supremacy in the British market. 


Side Roads in Fog 


OST sensible motorists quit the roads as soon as a real 
fog develops. ‘That fact must be answerable for a 
serious flaw in road signs. Some of our correspondents have 
been arguing whether it is wiser in dense fog to hug the edge 
of the road or the white line. I am an inveterate edge-hugger 
(unless instead of a hedge there is a deep ditch or a precipice). 
I don’t like meeting another vehicle head-on in zero visibility, 
a contact too frequent in line-hugging. But over most of the 
country there are no marks on the road surface to inform you 
that you are either approaching or are actually on a road 
junction. So if the visibility is really zeroish you may filter 
off down a side road. I blush with shame to confess that not 
sO many years ago I did just exactly that within three miles of 
my house on a road which I knew as well as I know my wife’s 
face. I had begun to feel slightly uncomfortable when sud- 
denly I found myself immersed in water about knee deep: 
the side road led to a ford. Both methods can be dangerous 
but white-line hugging is worse because the chances of a 
mishap are far higher with it. 


Touring for Two 


OULD you be thinking about your 1958 summer tour? 

Going abroad, perhaps? Have you ever summed up the 
relative pros and cons of the various methods of touring for 
two? Sidecar? Pillion? Two solos? The pillion method is 
easily the cheapest. Two small solos cost about as much as 
one powerful sidecar outfit. The snag of two solos is liability 
to lose each other: the sternest discipline and planning an 
emergency rendezvous for each half day are essential. Now 
is the time to make tentative plans.

PJ NHERE has never been any doubt as to the réle of the 597 c.c. 
| Norton Model 99 twin: it is a high-performance roadster 
intended primarily for solo use. The wide popularity of 
vertical-twin five-hundreds shortly after the war soon led to the 
introduction of models of similar layout but larger capacity. Most 
of the newcomers were dual-purpose machines, equally suitable 
for fast solo touring or hauling a sidecar. But the Model 99, first 
marketed in 1956, is not intended to woo the sidecarrist. Its 
duplex-loop frame has no sidecar lugs and is of the type made 
famous first on the factory racing models (in 1950) and sub- 
sequently on the Manx production racers and the Model 88, 
forerunner and smaller brother of the 99 
Superb steering, extraordinarily powerful braking and a delight- 
ful gear change combine with surging acceleration to justify the 
Norton’s claim to be a sporting roadster. From its inception 
the Model 99 took advantage of the development of the smaller 
twin in having the so-called Daytona camshaft and a light-alloy 
cylinder head. The cumulative effect of improvements made in 
the past two years furnishes a good example of the way a sports 
model’s manners can be enhanced by Saeen The raucous 
exhaust of the early models has been subdued to a note which, 
though throaty, is not offensive. Use of light alloy for the pushrods 
and elimination of the dynamo and its drive (a crankshaft-driven 
A.C. generator is standardized for 1958) have contributed to a 
reduction in mechanical noise. Detail appearance has been tidied 
up. Finally, a scarcely noticeable but much appreciated refinement 
is the use of plastic covering for the control cables. The covering 
ensured that the initial sweetness of the controls was maintained 
in spite of many hours of riding in vile weather. 
The adoption of an alternator was naturally accompanied by a 
change to coil ignition and the easy starting claimed for that system 
was very evident. Provided the air lever was closed and the 
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carburettor well flooded under cold conditions, no more than one 
swing of the kick-starter was required to set the engine running. 
After a cold start in chilly weather the air lever was opened in two 
of three stages covering the first mile or so to ensure unhesitant 
response to throttle opening during the warming-up period. An 
emergency position for the ignition switch is provided to enable 
the engine to be kick-started if the battery is flat. With the switch 
in that position the only additional requirement for a sure start was 
a really hearty thrust on the pedal. 


Behind the om mouth may be seen the distributor cover which 
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Idling was slow and even once the engine was warm and, though 
petrol consumption was a little heavier than average in the lower 
speed ranges, carburation was clean at all throttle openings. There 
was no tendency to blurred running at 30 m.p.h. in top gear and 
pick-up from that speed was brisk as, indeed, it was right up the 

e 


As would be expected, the most vivid acceleration was obtained 
by using the gear box to the full, and although the 99 had no vices 
for town riding it was on the open road that it showed up to best 
advantage. On full throttle, with the rider sitting upright, the 
model quickly reached its level-road top speed of an indicated 
90 m.p.h.—quickly enough, that is, to outstrip a number of sleek 
sports cars of comparable or slightly higher top speed. Half 
throttle was sufficient to cruise at 75 m.p.h. or a little more while 
a throttle setting of two-thirds kept the speedometer needle in 
the 80 to 85 m.p.h. range as long as road conditions permitted. 
(Speedometer flattery was roughly constant throughout the range 
at five per cent.) ; 

The engine was utterly tireless and, within its compass, the only 
considerations which dictated the speed to be sustained on long 
journeys were a vibration period and the riding position (unless 
a backrest was improvised). Felt through the handlebar and tank, 
the tremor became noticeable just before 65 m.p.h. was reached 
(in top gear), peaked at about 70 m.p.h. and faded out at 75 m.p.h. 
Beyond reasonable criticism for low and medium speeds, the riding 

ture was rather upright owing to the upward sweep of the 
handlebar and to the forward positioning of the footrests relative 
to the seat. Hence the rider had to exert an appreciable pull on 
the bar to counter the effect of wind pressure on the body. In the 
same context, the lower frictional characteristics of the plastic 
handlebar grips (as compared with rubber) served to increase the 
effort required, especially in wet weather. A considerable improve- 
ment resulted from a change to rubber grips but it was felt that a 
similar effect could be achieved with plastic grips if the material 
were more resilient or the knurling deepened. 

Width of tank and seat between the rider’s thighs is above 
average (114in) and made it slightly awkward for riders of average 
height to put their feet to the ground. The rear part of the seat is 
of ample proportions for a pillion passenger and is well shaped for 
comfort. With the exception of the horn button (which is set rather 
low on the left side of the handlebar), all controls are excellently 
sited and proved smooth in operation.

In the matter of wheel suspension the makers have compromised 
in favour of short firm movements, especially at the front, to 
obviate all possibility of pitching. At the expense of a hard ride 
on bumpy surfaces the rider has the advantage of precision hand- 
ling at very high speeds. Once initial overtightening of the head 
races had been rectified, steering was absolutely first rate. In all 
circumstances it inspired the highest confidence; indeed, it was 
one of the most prominent factors in the joy of riding the 99. On 
a straight path the Norton steered itself irrespective of speed or 
surface irregularities. And all that was necessary to cut a stylish 
line on any variety of bend or corner was to heel the model over by 
leg pressure. There was never a waver from the front wheel nor 
a chop from the rear, so that a line could be chosen almost to 
the breadth of a hair. But a more generous steering lock would 
have been appreciated when turning about in a narrow road or 
manhandling the model in a confined space. 

Braking power was more than a match for the speed of the 99. 
Either wheel could be locked by panic action but the controls were 
sensitive enough to preclude such a mistake otherwise. The slight 
heaviness in front brake operation which resulted from the use 
of an unusually thick cable on earlier models has been eliminated 
by a change to a cable of normal weight. Travel of the rear-brake 
pedal is a shade long. On the debit side, comparatively frequent 
adjustment for wear was required on both brakes and the finger 
adjuster on the rear control was awkward to use owing to the 
proximity of the left-hand silencer. 

Gear changing was a joy. No deliberation was called for in the 
movement of the controls. Pedal operation was light and text- 
book methods gave text-book results: rapid, smooth and noiseless 
changes. The slight stiffness in engaging bottom gear which was 
a feature of some of the earlier A.M.C. boxes has been cured by 
an alteration in ghe rating of the selector spring. Neutral selection 
from bottom or second gear was simplicity itself whether the 
model was rolling or stationary. 

The only criticism of the box concerned rather wide spacing of 
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the third and top ratios and a slight whine when the engine was 
pulling in either of the intermediate gears. However, the lowish 
third gear gave a very useful burst of acceleration from 40 to 
65 m.p.h. As is shown by the mean maximum speed figures in 
the information panel, the 99 is overgeared in top. Indeed, in 
one direction the model was just as fast in third gear as in top. 
But although the mean maximum speed would doubtless be raised 
and top-gear flexibility enhanced by use of an engine sprocket 
having one tooth fewer, the overgearing was not really obtrusive, 
for the engine pulled lustily in the middle speed ranges. 

Extremely light to withdraw, the clutch took up the drive 
a y quickly in the last fraction of lever movement. But 
the delicacy required for a smooth getaway was soon mastered 
and was subsequently quite automatic. Im a rapid succession of 
four full-throttle quarter-mile sprints from a standing start, the 
free movement in the control cable increased perceptibly as a 
result of expansion of the friction material; but there was never 
the slightest trace of slip or drag and cable clearance returned to 
normal as soon as the clutch had cooled down. Since the clutch 
adjuster is situated in the centre of the pressure plate (there is 
also an external cable adjuster on the gear-box cover), a detachable 
panel in the rear dome of the primary chaincase would be a boon, 
so that adjustment could be effected without removing the left 
footrest, brake pedal and chaincase outer half. Incidentally, removal 
of the outer half of the case does not disturb the alternator. 

During a test comprising just under 1,000 miles of hard riding 
the engine and gear box retained their oil well, there being only 
faint smears at some of the joints at the end of the test. Slight 
seepage occurred from the oil-tank filler cap and chaincase inspec- 
tion cover. A small pool of oil formed under the crankcase breather 
when the model was parked at the end of a run. At 1,200 to 
1,500 m.p.g. oil consumption was rather high. The rear chain 
ran dry and required adjusting and oiling at frequent intervals. 
Intensity of the headlamp beam was well up to average and the 
offset of the dipped beam precluded offence to oncoming traffic. 

Most routine maintenance tasks were easily carried out with 
the standard tool kit (which is carried in a shallow tray under the 
dual-seat). The exception was adjustment of the contact-breaker 
points. The auto-advance and contact-breaker unit is situated 
behind the crankcase mouth in the place previously occupied by 
the magneto; the adjustment is inaccessible and thereby liable 
to invite neglect by owners who are not fastidious. When raising 
the 99 on to its centre stand for maintenance work it was found 
helpful to use the left footrest as one lifting point. The foot of the 
prop stand operates close to the machine’s centre line and hence 
a firm, level surface is necessary if the risk of toppling is to be 
avoided. 

In appearance the Model 99 is a winner. Its lines are handsome 
and the polychromatic grey finish blends tastefully with the 
polished aluminium and chromium plating. Framed in plastic 
beading, the separate chromium side panels give a distinctive 
aspect to the petrol tank, while the cleaning-up process mentioned 
earlier results in a pleasing absence of bittiness.

ale in those days was pleasantly strong, liable to create a 

sense of satisfaction with the world at large and engender 
a lack of wariness as to consequences. One evening it hap- 
pened that Felix and I and the girls were arguing cheerfully 
on our pet subject—the utter wrong-headedness of the Triumph 
spring fork—and doing so over award tankards of hop brew. 
You see, the Baxters and I were perfervid enthusiasts for Rex 
motor cycles, and in 1909 enthusiasm really was enthusiasm— 
nothing excelled the particular make of machine possessed 
by oneself. The matter of sprung front forks loomed large 
in those days, being newly born. Triumphs had a coil spring 
mounted horizontally up near the handlebar and compressed 
when the forktop pivoted backward after a road shock. Our 
Rex had the front wheel spindle mounted between two coil 
springs working up and down in guides. Therefore, we 
argued, the Rex was better placed to deal with road shocks 
if geometry lessons had any value. The fact that the Triumph 
rode every bit as well as our machines, if not better, had nothing 
to do with the discussion, which was maintained at a high 
theoretical level. That we were arguing to maintain our morale 
none of us would admit. 

Well, the thing had gone round and round in the way these 
arguments do, when in came a friend who was not entirely 
initiated into our mystery, though he had ridden a motor cycle 
for a short distance. He was, you see, entirely wrapped up in 
horse riding and, indeed, actually possessed one of those quaint 
survivals from the Neolithic age. In less than no time the 
argument shifted from the mechanical to the practical, from 
sprung forks to the relative values of the horse and the motor 
cycle as vehicles. It was all entirely friendly, of course, yet 
it had a certain pungency which, as we were all very young, led 
to assertions and contradictions of increasing strength and cer- 
tainty. And the inevitable deviation led, believe it or not, to 
somewhat heated words about the relative safety of the two 
vehicles which, in turn, led to the friend asserting that none 
of us had a notion of what we were talking about since we had 
not actually ridden a horse. 

At that point an inconvenient little demon of mine took a 
hand. I had had trouble with him before. When he got the 
upper hand I was liable to say things that in calmer moments 
I would never have dreamed possible. As a result I had 
several times become involved in highly dangerous proceedings. 
So it happened now. I said: “All right, then, Pll ride your 
horse if you ride my motor cycle for a certain time over a given 
course.” 

The upshot was that, after a restless night in which visions 
of expensive repairs to my pet machine made sleep difficult, 
we met on the selected stretch of lonely road. There was a 
certain reluctance to proceed. True, my rival needed instruc- 
tion in the use of the air control, exhaust-valve lifter and oil 
pump, while I had to adjust stirrups; but that did not account 
for the delay. The truth was that we were both frightened 
stiff. However, we started eventually at the urgent réquest of 
the “ witnesses,” he on one course and I on another. 

Immediately I struck two troubles. The horse had more play 
in its steering than I had bargained for and there were only two 
possible speeds—a walk or a gallop. At intermediate gaits I 
had all the sensations which would come from riding a road- 
repairer’s pneumatic drill: the vibration was awful; my landing

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chassis obviously would not stand the stress; I had not learned 
how to “rise.” I seemed to be up at an appalling height, well 
above the tops of sundry motor cars encountered. The brakes 
were ineffective however hard I pulled, and there was a marked 
lack of liaison as to procedure. However, confidence grew as 
we galloped along the grass verge. That soon ended. First, 
the sudden noise of agricultural machinery behind a hedge 
caused my mount to go straight up in the air and also to alter 
course so suddenly as to imperil my stability in no mean way. 
Fortunately the animal had long hair at the back of its neck 
ios a handhold. Secondly, it seemed that the saddle was float- 


With difficulty we stopped and I climbed down to investigate.

From which followed a healthy respect for the other’s courage.

“NITOR” Offers a Few Hints on Manipulating Perspex and 


on Making Your Own Windscreen : A Reader’s Special Screen 


OWADAYS so many excellent 
N accessories are offered by manu- 

facturers that the “ do-it-yourself” 
enthusiast has rather less justification for 
his efforts than in the past. Yet there is 
endless satisfaction in making fittings 
to incorporate your pet ideas and it is 
certain that the outlay will be a good deal 
less than for the professionally made 
equivalent—assuming you do not include 
your 0 labour charge. 

Take a simple windscreen for instance. 
Perspex is not a cheap material but the 
cost of a sheet of suitable size is well 
under that of a ready-made screen and 
the necessary fittings can be produced for 
very little. 

For racing or small roadster screens 
hin-thick Perspex is satisfactory but is 
too vulnerable in larger panels, for which 
*in material is recommended. To avoid 
buying more than you need, the shape 
and size should first be worked out; the 
easiest way is to make up a dummy in 
cardboard and to try it for fit on your 
model. The dummy can subsequently 
be used as a template for marking out the 
Perspex sheet. For this job a pointed 
instrument such as a scriber is best but 
a ball-point pen can be used. If you are 
making a screen of tapered form, save 
work by using one edge of the sheets as 
a screen edge. A hacksaw with the blade 
set transversely is suitable for long 
straight cuts (if the edge of the sheet is 
close enough to the cutting line) but for 


Curves can readily be cut in Perspex with a spiral 
saw in a hacksaw frame 
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curves a spiral saw—such as the Tyler 
which fits a normal hacksaw frame—is 
ideal, though a little practice on scrap 
material is desirable before you risk mar- 
ring the main sheet. Final shaping is 
accomplished by filing and sandpapering. 
The next stage is to bend the Perspex 
to the required curvature, and this is 
usually the amateur’s main difficulty. 
Boiling water or steam only slightly 
softens the plastic so that it is necessary 
to employ a smaller radius than the final 
one and to restrain the sheet firmly 
during cooling. According to I.C.L, 
makers of Perspex, that is nota good 
method because it leaves internal stresses 
which may result in subsequent cracking. 
To render Perspex thoroughly pliable it 
should be heated to the range of 130 to 
150 deg C—well above the boiling point 
of water (100 deg C). How, then, is the 
requisite temperature to be attained? 
Simplest way is to use a domestic oven. 
Electric ovens are normally fitted with 
a thermometer, and with a simple gas 
oven you can use an ordinary-commercial 
thermometer. According to my local gas 
office, the required temperature is given 
by a Regulo-equipped oven when the 
setting is between 4 and 1, but in case 
the device is a little out of adjustment it 
is as well to experiment with a scrap piece 
of Perspex before entrusting a relatively 
costly panel to the oven. Too low a tem- 
perature will not soften the plastic ade- 
quately and too much heat will cause 
blistering or perhaps even decomposition. 
If the sheet is too big to go into the 
oven, all is not lost. A tip from Ken 
Craven—and one which is employed in 
his factory when necessary—is to pass 
the middle of the sheet to and fro over 
a gas flame until it softens sufficiently for 
the sheet to be folded in half; it can be 
unfolded when at the right temperature 
for forming. Again, avoid overheating. 
For shaping Perspex in its pliable state 
a former is essential, but making it pre- 
sents no snags in the case of the single- 
plane curvature normally employed for 
screens. First requirement is a sheet of 
thin. plywood a little larger than the 
screen (1mm thickness is sufficient unless 
the screen is to be large and nearly flat; 
in that case 2mm would be better or

‘hardboard could be used). The plywood 


should be firmly tacked at each end to a 
piece of wood cut to the correct curva- 
ture. If the former shows any tendency 
to twist, it should be mounted on a base- 
board or frame. To obviate damage to 
the surface of the Perspex, the former 
should be covered in soft cloth such as 
the Winceyette used for winter pyjamas. 

Having prepared your former and, if 
necessary, folded your Perspex, the sheet 
can be put in the oven. A minimum 
heating time of 10 minutes is recom- 
mended (starting with the oven at the 
correct temperature) to ensure complete, 
uniform heating. It is then necessary to 
transfer the sheet quickly to the former; 
with the normal thickness used it is 
essential, to avoid over-cooling, that all 
manipulation is completed within one 
minute of removal of the sheet from the 
oven—considerably less if possible. 

Gloves can be worn for handling the 
hot sheet but this method is not recom- 
mended by Craven. He has found that 
it results in local cooling and consequent 
failure of the material in those areas to 
follow the former exactly. It is better 
to slide cloth-covered wooden slats under 
the Perspex to enable it to be lifted out 
of the oven and lowered gently on to the 
former. Light pressure along the edges 
is desirable to prevent them from curling 
during cooling. The slats already men- 
tioned can be used for this purpose and 
need only be rested on the sheet. 

After cooling, the blade is finished and 
sO you can turn your attention to other 
matters. Unless the blade has been made 
deep enough to extend down to about the 
bottom of the fuel tank (these remarks 
apply, of course, to roadster screens only), 
an apron is essential otherwise you must 
be prepared to tolerate a lot of up- 
draught. Thin flexible p.v.c. sheet is as 
good a material as any for the apron since 
it is resistant to abrasion, weather, petrol 
and oil. 

The apron should be cut to clear the 
headlamp and any other obstruction; a 
template, of brown paper this time, can 
again save you from errors. A series of 
small bolts will serve to hold the apron 
to the blade but you will need a strip of 
metal along the top of the apron to sand- 
wich it and prevent lifting between the 
bolts. Aluminium beading in a variety 
of sections is readily available and adds a 
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touch of class to the job when polished. 
Always fit a plain washer, large if possible, 
between a bolt head or a nut and the 
Perspex, to spread the load so as to mini- 
mize the risk of cracking the panel. 
Cadmium-plated bolts, nuts and washers 
cost a littk more than the untreated 
variety and are worth the difference. 

One advantage of making a screen to 
your Own requirements is that you are 
spared the bother of adjustability for 
height—provided you get the height right 
in the first place. Apart from the simpler 
fittings, a non- -adjustable screen is appre- 
ciably easier to mount on the machine. 
Because of the difficulty of assessing the 
exact height until one has ridden the 
model with the screen on it, it is advisable 
to err on the high side in manufacture— 
one can easily carve a section off the top. 

The handlebar is an obvious place for 
two of the mounting brackets and for 
others one can utilize the headlamp 
attachment bolts, the cap nuts on top of 
the fork legs or the lower-yoke pinch 
bolts. A point here, though: fork pinch 
bolts are usually of a high-tensile steel and 
if longer ones are needed to accommodate 
the brackets, be sure to get the same type. 
When making the brackets beware of 
over-sharp bends, particularly if you are 
bending cold, because of the risk of even- 
tual fatigue fracture. And space the pick- 
up points on the screen widely in the ver- 
tical plane to minimize flutter. 

If the surface of the Perspex should 
have became scratched during manufac- 
ture (or if an old screen is in need of 
repolishing) special polishes are available. 
However, satisfactory results can be 
obtained with ordinary  wet-and-dry 
abrasive paper (use wet, starting with a 


UP AND OVER 


IKE many other motor cyclists, William J. 

4 Bush of Morden, Surrey, did not alto- 
gether relish the dressing-up necessary for 
runs on his Cll B.S.A. _ Legshields were 
soon added but no proprietary windscreen 
could be found which gave the required 
degree of protection when the model was at 
rest or travelling slowly in the rain. So Mr. 
Bush put on his thinking cap and evolved 
an extending screen which he duly patented 
and which has now been in use for about 
two years. 

In its contracted form for fair-weather rid- 
ing, the screen looks much like any other 
handlebar screen save that it is curved in 
side elevation instead of in plan Closer 
scrutiny reveals that there are two Perspex 
blades, both of the same curvature. The 
rearward blade is attached to the handlebar 
and front fork; to the blade’s edges are fixed 
channel-section aluminium guides which 
carry the second, movable panel. Wired- 
edge aluminium side pieces on the fixed por- 
tion extend to shield the hands. 

When rain starts, Mr. Bush _ simply 
slackens four wing nuts and slides the for- 
ward Perspex section up the guides so that 
it comes right over his head. The upper 
two wing nuts clamp the raised portion in 
position and it is braced there by an in- 
verted-U stay, the lower ends of which are 
clipped to the main support struts. 

Height of the closed screen is such that 
the rider looks over it. The sliding mem- 
ber has a large cut-out from the bottom which 
serves two purposes: in the raised position 
the upper few inches of the cut-out form a

coarse grade and finishing with fine) fol- 
lowed by metal polish. When rubbing 
down, a progressive circular mqvement is 
better than a uni-directional action which 
can result in additional scratching. For 
optimum clarity finish with an anti-static 
polish as it prevents the Perspex from 
attracting dust. (Unfortunately, the anti- 
static effect is destroyed by water, so that 
a further application of the polish is neces- 
sary after each wet trip.) 

Finally, a few comments on the repair 
of broken screens. There is no need to 
discard a screen panel just because a piece 
has been broken off in some minor mishap.

A thoroughly serviceable, though probably 
visible, repair can be effected using one 
of the special cements, alternatively there 
is glacial acetic acid obtainable from 
chemists, or a thickish solution of Perspex 
scrapings in chleroform. 

Since it requires no preparation, glacia. 
acetic acid is easier in use than chloro- 
form, but is slower in setting and may 
not result in quite such a strong joint 
The Perspex scrapings may take as much. 
as 12 hours to dissolve in the chloroform 
it is advisable to rub several applications 
on to both surfaces to be joined. Which- 
ever adhesive is used, the two parts should 
be carefully located together so that no 
relative movement is possible, after which 
they should be left for several hours 
There is no need to apply much pressure 
because the action is that of welding and 
not, as in most other jointing, the forma- 
tion of a bond of different composition 
from the parts to be joined. Setting 
will be accelerated by warming, but do noi 
be in a hurry to see if the joint has set 
or you may have to start all over again.

clear-vision slot above the top of the fixed 
panel, while vision nearer the front wheel 
is assisted by the presence of only one thick- 
ness of Perspex. An aluminium cowl 
vents the entry of rain through the slot. 

Mr. Bush states that his device affords 
excellent protection in all weathers and, in 
spite of the absence of lateral curvature,

never pronounced. He can ride in ordinary 
attire and has never had recourse to goggles or 
heavy gauntlet gloves.

Haji wears his distinguishing turban after a successful pilgrim- 
we. “Sour Grapes,’ you say. “The man can’t go abroad 
himself so he mocks those who cau.” Well, hardly, for I suffer 
from a very acute form of GB disease: carefully I transfer from 
vehicle to vehicle an A.A. badge boldly marked Malaya; further, 
I have lived and motored in several countries. But if you have 
not the time, money or inclination to traverse Europe and 
beyond, don’t fret. These islands of ours can provide a lifetime 
of touring and parts of them will be as foreign to you as any 
place oversea. We have such a network of roads that one 
need never fear monotony through repetition, 

For several years we have toured from a centre, returning 
to base every night. Time was when I assessed the worth of 
1 tour by the number of miles we reeled off; now our Morgan 
three-wheeler covers les# ground and we see more.- Three 
years ago we selected Stirling as a centre for touring the 
Trossachs. The A.A. supplied a route, town plans and a series 
of drives within the area, so with the navigator well equipped we 
set out early one fine summer’s morning to leave Wales, cross 
England and en:er Scotland. 

We reached Tumble as it began to rub the sleep out of its 
eyes and romped up the hill through Gors-las towards Ffair 
Fach and A40 where Llandilo sits on its blue-green wooded hill. 
Coal mining’ and its associated grimy industries have left this 
area of South Wales alone and A40 is still the rural road to 
Gloucester. At Llandovery we turned for the steep gradients 
and short, sharp hills to Llendridod Wells. It is a winding route 
full of hairpin bends and it rises to over 1,000ft before dropping 
into the comparatively flat land in the vicinity of Newtown 
and Oswestry. 

It is mot am area to be rushed: every mile should be well 
savoured as an antidote to Wigan and Warrington. There 
leasure departs and the humourless business of travelling on a 
British main industrial road begins. On we drudged through 
Preston and Lancaster to be released at Levans Bridge where 


we diverted from the Scottish route for a quick glimpse of the 
Lake District around Cartmel, Bowness, Windermere, Amble- 
side, Grasmere and Keswick. By then it was almost time for 
bed so after several futile attempts we eventually found bed- 
and-breakfast accommodation 16 miles from Carlisle at Meals- 
gate. It had been a good day but with enough traffic to remind 
us that mid-week travelling is easier, 

Next morning we were away early and, after bouncing over 
the cobbles of Carlisle, left by A7 for Longtown and the border. 
No border post was needed to show that we were in another 
country. Scotland is a peaceful but stern land which gives the 
impression that it will never be urbanized. Our spirits rose as 
the Morgan purred over the moorland stretches and through the 
dales with only the sheep on the road and a few solitary fisher- 
men for company. The route through Eskdale and Teviotdale 
is worth travelling many miles to see. We passed near the site 
of the Battle of Solway Moss. I wondered what the border 
dweller of two centuries ago would think if he could return 
today. “ This is a time of absolute peace,” he’d say—‘“ why, my 
cattle are safe on the hills and I need not even bar my door at 
night.” On we went through Tweed Dale and by the red roads 
that cut through the green fields of Lanark. We shared our 
roadside lunch with two polite, professional wayfarers and 
arrived at Stirling in the afternoon. Our route via Hawick, 
Selkirk, Peebles and Newmains had kept well clear of industrial 
areas. 

Seton Gordon, C.B.E., in his book Highways and Byways in 
the Central Highlands, describes the area well. Here is a legend 
—as told in the book—that visitors should know for their own 
safety. “One of the Earls of Montieth was entertaining a 
company in the hall of his island fortress when it was discovered 
with dismay that the supply of liquor was running low. The 
butler in trepidation conveyed the news to the Earl, who ordered 
him to set off at once for Stirling for a fresh supply. The 
butler, taking an empty cask, rowed himself to the shore, won- 
dering how it might be possible for him to make the journey to 
Stirling, obtain more drink and return with it before the feast 
was over. As he neared the margin of the loch, the butler 
saw two witches among the reeds. As he watched them, each 
cut a reed for herself and, mounted on it, rose into the air. 
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“The butler, having overheard the words they used before 
setting forth, himself cut a reed and, grasping it firmly in the 
appropriate attitude and shouting the magic words ‘Hae wi’ 
ye, found himself also in the air and steering a similar 
course to the witches, whom he saw some distance ahead of 
hims* They all reached the palace of the King of France and 
the butler, having kept hold of the empty cask during his flight, 
at once replenished it with the best of the Royal wine. Lest 
the story of his flight should be doubted by his master, the 
butler stole the King of France’s own drinking cup of silver 
and then, holding the replenished cask in one hand and the cup 
in the other, he got once again astride his reed, called out 
‘Hae wi’ ye’ and before he knew it was back again in the 
servants’ hall in Inchtalla.” 

At Arnprior, where the road meets A811, there is an ancient 
tandem which looks like a marriage between two penny-farthing 
bicycles. The main frame consists of two tubes joined at right 
angles to form a horizontal cross. The two penny wheels are 
at the ends of the cross tube and the farthing wheels at the 
ends of the fore-and-aft tube where they are carried in vertical 
forks both steered by rods from a rack and pinion. The builder 
was a man with a mighty wrist, for he disdained a tiller or 
handlebar but used a handle about the size of that on a garden 
spade, to be turned by the wrist. The machine is chain-driven 
from a double crank and has a drum brake on each driven 
wheel. Should you ever make Arnprior, the tandem is well 
worth inspecting. 

Have you found that most heavily 
publicized places are apt to be dis- 
appointing on first acquaintance? 
I have. Perhaps we are led to 
expect too much. We came to 
Loch Lomond by way of Kippen, 
Buchlyvie and Balloch. It could 
have been any commerciafized holi- 
day shore but fortunately the loch- 
side improves as the road twists 
and turns on its way to Arden and 
Luss. By that time the weather 
had closed in greyly, making the 
lochs look as cold and drab as the 
Thames Estuary mudflats on a 
November afternoon. To even 
things up we bought picture post- 
cards at Ardlui to show us what 
Loch Lomond really looks like. 
Then we climbed through Glen 
Falloch and Glen Dochart and 
drove home via Glen Ogle. The 
sun was shining and we enjoyed 
to the full a fine evening run 
through magnificent country. For 
several miles we kept pace with a 
clanking goods train until it finally 
disappeared with a blast on the 
whistle and a cheerful wave from 
the driver. A friendly country. 

For nine glorious days we roamed 
he countryside without once 
putting up the hood. We traversed 
the Kilsyth Hills and went over 
the Campsie Fells to Fintry. On 
the way we met a shepherd moving 
his flock with the aid of two dogs. 
One of them refused to obey orders 
and went haring over the hill after 
us own sport. The iook of quiet 
fury on the shepherd’s face had to 
de seen to be believed. The un- 
hinkable had happened to him—in 
front of us. I hope for the dog’s 
sake that he eventually came back 
vith a stray lamb. 

We visited Killin and saw the 
‘amous grape vine which was 
planted in 1832 and now has a 
spread of 54ft. We travelled to 
Perth, sat on the North Inch by 
the pleasant River Tay and 
watched two enterprising young

saw Loch Leven (the Kinross-shire one) and‘Rumbling Bridge. 
We stayed overnight in the new town of Glenrothes, one of 
the few towns in Scotland whose history is just beginning, and 
savoured the linseed-oil atmosphere of Kirkcaldy before moving 
on to the golfers’ Mecca at St. Andrews. We toured Kinross- 
shire, smallest but one of the Scottish shires. While in Kinross 
itself we bought a plastic swimming fish for a young nephew 
and proceeded to commit sacrilege in the hallowed salmon water 
by attending to the bailasting and carrying out power trials. 

In short, we had a wonderful time throughout. As-good as we 
could have had anywhere else in Europe. So good, in fact, that 
we left the whole of the 450-mile trip home io be accomplished 
in a single day. 

Stirling lies at the entrance to the Highlands and is an excellent 
centre for touring this part of Scotland; and if the weather should 
be unsuitable for touring there is much to see within the city. 
The castle on Stirling Rock which dominates the city is still 
garrisoned but is open to the public. It is reached by ascending 
the steep, cobbled King Street. Unhappily, guide books seem to 
concentrate on past bloodshed of which the castle has its share, 
but to me the most interesting part, well worth the climb, was 
the view from Queen Victoria’s lookout at the north-west corner 
of the ramparts. But Stirling does not live on its past. It is 


alive and bustling. Ancient and modern came face to face in 
Port Street one morning in the shape of a brewer’s dray and an

army tank. There was a halt in the traffic. while the horse was 
pacified. 

To the north, at Causewayhead, is the Wallace Monument 
erected in honour of Scotland’s national hero at a cost of £15,000. 
The opening ceremony took place on 11 December 1869. The 
monument stands on the highest point of Abbey Craig (over 
300ft) which rises as a partner to Stirling Rock 14 miles away 
on the other side of the Forth. Its height is 220ft so at the top 
there is a bird’s-eye view from 500ft above the surrounding 
valley. In clear weather the view extends to the Forth Bridge and 
the Pentlands and west to the mountains beyond Loch Long. 
Mounted on each side of the summit platform is the appropriate 
map of the view below. In sight on a clear day are six famous 
battlefields: Cambuskenneth, Stirling Bridge, Bannockburn, 
Sauchieburn, Sheriffmuir and Faikirk. The tower houses many 
Scottish treasures. In the Hall of Heroes is Sir William Wallace's 
sword measuring Sft 4in from pommel to point. And in the 
Royal Chamber is a facsimile copy of his death sentence. Part 
of the indictment reads: “. . . and he spared no one . . . but slew 
all in ways too terrible to be imagined, old and young, brides and 
widows, babes and their mothers.” Then the pious gentlemen 
who could not imagine such terrible deeds passed sentence on 
the prisoner: “So resolved that the above-mentioned William 

. should be dragged trom the Palace of Westminster to the 
Tower of London and from the Tower of London and through 
the middle of the City to the Elms and as a punishment. . . should 
there be hung and afterwards disembowelled.” 

Luckily the weather remained fine. For our first drive we 
chose Aberfoyle and the Trossachs. The main entrance to this 
beautiful part of Scotland is Callander and the town’s chief 
industry is catering for tourists. It is a clean, neat town developed 
to a definite plan made by the Crown Commissioners after the 
1745 rebellion. Don’t drive straight through in your hurry to see 
the lochs but park in the square and walk down to the river. The 
view there is superb and if you are a fisherman a half-crown 
ticket will enable you to fish the water for one day. Those who 
have read Sir Walter Scott’s Lady of the Lake will recognize 
the district. 

After Callander, Loch Katrine was a disappointment. It has 
been developed as part of the Glasgow water supply system. 
In front of the main gateway is a huge, barren parking space 
about as beautiful and inspiring as the back entrance to an air- 
craft factory. No unofficial traffic is allowed on the road—at first 
fenced with steel tubes—that runs down the side of the loch, this 
end of which is all utilitarian waterworks. A great projecting

crag conceals the main basin. To see the beauties of the loch 
one must take to foot for about a mile to the site of the Silver 
Strand, described in Lady of the Lake. Alternatively, a steamer 
plies twice daily to Stranlochlacher. A few hundred yards 
on the right-hand side of the road just inside the entrance is a 
small pool. Its bottom is completely covered with coins. Is it 
a 20th-century custom or a survival from the past that even the 
waterworks cannot remove? 

At Aberfoyle the scenery was superb and it became easy to 
understand why the district is one of the show places of Scotland. 
The switchback road alongside Loch Ard leads to the shore of 
Loch Lomond. It is lonely and eternal. Past, present and 
future merge into one. The atmosphere had such an effect that 
had we met a band of 17th-century clansmen on the march I 
would have pulled in quite naturally to let them pass: they would 
not have seemed to be out of time or place. The road runs by 
the water, separated from the loch by a fringe of trees. Soaring 
from the opposite shore is the misty, green-brown mass of Ben 
Lomond while to the right are mossy, tree-lined dells at the foot 
of the gentler lower slopes of Ben Venue. 

Every road has its vintage moments when time, climate and 
place combine to produce an exquisitely balanced distillation of 
the best they possess. We passed Loch Ard at such a moment 
as we slipped under the trees from sunlight to shadow patch 
through the enchanted few miles to where the road turns left 
for Inversnaid. There a short length of rough road leads down 
to the western shore of Loch Katrine while the main road follows 
the open shore of Loch Arkletand finally descends a steep hill 
to Inversnaid on the east side of Loch Lomond. The road was 
rough and full of potholes; I think the three wheels of the 
Morgan found every one. The view from Inversnaid is well 
worth seeing but the road ends in front of an hotel where a large 
notice states: “Parking for hotel residents only.” 

We returned to Stirling via the Port of Montieth, a scattered 
village on the north side of the Lake of Montieth. Along the 
western shore runs B8034, the road to Arnprior. We carried on 
for a few hundred yards past the Lake of Montieth Hotel and 
then sat by the waterside, facing the island of Inchmahome and 
the two smaller islands behind it, Inch Talla and Dog Island. 
There is a boat service from a landing stage fitted with a board 
to indicate to those on the island that a boat is needed. It is a 
peaceful spot. Time and again during our fortnight’s stay we 


were drawn back to it just to sit and absorb its beauty. Montieth 
is the only lake in Scotland, its placid stretch of water maintain- 
ing its individuality amid a score of lochs.

Article Misunderstood 
( BVIOUSLY A. C. Ching (January 23) failed to read your 

leader “ Hogging the Road” (January 9) properly. He says 
that there is no excuse for a driver to be driving three abreast 
on a four-lane highway. Yet your leader clearly pointed out 
that such was not the case, that the slower cars (in line ahead 
in Lane 2 had already passed the bus (and therefore their drivers 
were being inconsiderate in not returning to Lane 1) and that 
“at no time during the episode were more than three vehicles 
abreast,” one of which, of course, was the car travelling in the 
opposite direction with an empty lane on its near side. So we 
have a picture of a four-lane road with both outside lanes un- 
occupied, two slow and unimaginative drivers travelling, say, 
west one behind the other, an equally unimaginative and selfish 
driver travelling east and a fast west-bound driver reasonably 
expecting a little co-operation and getting none. Had the witless 
ones been driving as they should, the fast man could have passed 
with a whole lane’s width between himself and the opposing car. 
No wonder more and more people who enjoy driving for its own 
sake go abroad each summer. 

Incidentally, “ Ixion,” in the same issue, appears also to have 
misread the leader in question for he makes the same mistake 
as Mr. Ching. 

However, the most serious aspect of the whole business is 
that the law has vindicated the middle-of-the-road crawler. The 
Lord Chief Justice has implied that a motorist is entitled to block 
his half of the road regardless of what may wish to pass and 
regardless of the conditions of opposing traffic. What happens 
next time police loudspeaker cars patrol, for example, Kingston

Headlamp Switching 
Need for Revision of Existing Layouts 


HAVE read with interest and sympathy “ Nitor’s” remarks 

on headlamp switching arrangements (January 16), When 
recently I bought a new machine I took up this and other 
criticisms both with the makers and with Joseph Lucas, Ltd. 
The replies were full and courteous but expressed utter com- 
placency: in the opinion of the machine manufacturer it was 
“not a hardship” to have to reach for the headlamp switch 
on the nacelle! No, but it would be a hardship indeed to land 
in hospital because at a moment when one should have been 
fully alert and in control one was instead reaching forward, off 
balance. 

The Italian scooters which “Nitor” mentions do not have 
to have switching for the alternator coils incorporated in their 
neat little switch. The pilot lamp bulb is not of the low-wattage 
type but takes the full current and is so arranged that only a 
small proportion of the light produced filters out through a 
slot in the headlamp reflector. A genuine pilot bulb is essential 
for parking purposes where a battery is in use, of course, but I 
do not see why the more complicated alternator-rectifier-battery 
equipment should not use one of the Italian-style high-wattage 
pilot lamps worked from a third position on a handlebar-mounted 
switch, with the low-wattage pilot bulb brought into operation 
for parking by the main switch as at present. “ Extra cost” will 
be the horrified objection, but it produces a hollow laugh when 
one looks at some of the unnecessary elaboration on such basically 
simple things as rear reflectors (why a separate reflector anyway, 
when it could be moulded into the rear lamp?), the expensive

but ephemeral chromium plating and so on. And even if the 
initial cost is slightly less with the present unsatisfactory com- 
promise, both money and time have to be spent afterwards ‘by 
the poor owner in making his own modifications. 

My part-solution of the problem has been to fit an extra horn 
button, insulated from the handlebar, connected from the rear- 
lamp terminal on the main switch to the main-beam connection 
on the headlamp. At least on my machine the main switch is 
at the nearer end of the nacelle, but the sheer idiocy of fitting 
it on the right-hand side quite takes my breath away. Can a 
machine with such an arrangement be said in any true sense 
to have been designed at all? IAN LESLIE.

Infinitely Variable 
Why Not Badalini Hydraulic Transmission ? 


( N December 19 “Ixion’” made mention of the need for an 

infinitely variable gear for motor cycles, Such a unit is, 
and has been, on the market for a year now—a hydraulic trans- 
mission by Badalini of Italy costing around £40 and weighing 
less and being smaller than a conventional gear box. Modifica- 
tions to the frame would have to be made to mount the unit and 
a lead from the lubrication system or a separate tank would be 
required as the oil is in constant circulation. The mechanism 
is very simple, operating on the double swash-plate principle 
with 14 pistons. Such basic principles date back to well before 
the last war. In passing, I should like to mention that the unit 
has been fitted to MV Agusta machines and a descriptive article 
was published in The Motor Cycle for 5 July 1956. 

The unit caters for “Ixion’s” tastes very well. It is an 
ingenious mechanism and it is time that British manufacturers 
started evolving something on these lines. The equivalent of 
a close-ratio or wide-ratio gear box can be obtained just by 
limiting the angle of the primary swash plate. Also transmission 
losses are only of the order two to three per cent and the power 
loadings are very adequate. N. Davy.

Scooter Performance 
Some Machines Do the Job Better than Others 


NV AY I comment on the letter from “Prospective Snob” 
A (January 2)? I cannot claim to be an old sweat as I have 
been riding for only two years. In that time, however, I have 
owned three scooters and have ridden nine different models. On 
ull of them the weather protection was excellent provided a 
correctly adjusted screen was fitted. For example, a run of 17 
miles in heavy rain without special clothing on a Lambretta 150 
resulted in only the top of my cap and my shoes gétting wet— 
and the wet on my shoes was caused mainly by overtaking 
vehicles. 

I will agree that many of the smaller-wheel scooters seem to 
feel unstable and unpredictable on corners and the smali-capacity 
models are adversely affected by headwinds. There are, however,

many scooters on the market with good road manners and pulling , 
power and even if they are in the upper price range they are well 
worth the extra £sd. 

The point of this letter is not to decry the moror cycle or 
persuade “ Prospective Snob” to remain gn a scooter. All types 
of vehicle are built to serve a certain function and, whether it 
is speed or economy, touring or town work on a scooter or motor 
cycle, in each individual group some machines do the job better 
than others. So, in the long run, careful thought and critical 
selection pay dividends.

Seeing at Night 
Main Reason for Lorry Drivers’ Excellent Vision 


AVING read “ Nitor’s” comments on the vision of night- 
time lorry drivers (January 2), I cannot help thinking that 
both “Nitor” and his driver correspondents have unwittingly 
missed the obvious reason for their superlative vision. From 
my own experience I would say that the prime reason lies in 
the fact. that most trunk lorries are of the six-wheel or eight- 
wheel class and, being large, have correspondingly high cabs. 
The position of the driver is such that the headlamp beams from 
oncoming traffic pass below his horizontal line of vision and he 
is spared the strain and mental discomfiture of passing alter- 
nately from light into darkness.

A.C. Generator Equipment 


* Old-fashioned” Returns to the Attack 


THINK “Wozzle” (January 16) would be well advised to 
re-read my original letter (January 2) and then study the 
complete A.C. generator layout. His last statement about the 
source of ignition being snug inside the /primary chaincase shows 
how little thought he has applied. The ignition system is 
spread out all over the machine. Before reaching the sparking 
plugs the current generated at the engine mainshaft has to 
travel along external wires and through many connections, none 
of which contributes to reliability. From the generator it must 
go to the headlamp switch, thence to the battery via the recti- 
fier or to the ignition: coil, then to the distributor and finally 
to the sparking plugs. In other words it is just a magneto in 
pieces placed in different parts of the machine. 

Chaincase sludge and chain dust can cause just as much head 
scratching as a sticking dynamo brush. And there might be 
trouble with the rectifier. 

I have had magnetos on my machines and have regularly 
covered distances of 10,000 miles with no more maintenance

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than an occasional look at the contact-breaker points which 
never needed adjustment. Nevertheless, I usually give a minor 
overhaul at 10,000 miles and a strip-down at about 25,000 
miles; but then I always was fussy about ignition. Far too 
many people neglect the maintenance of the lighting system 
and then grumble when they get trouble. A dynamo needs 
very little more maintenance than a magneto but neglect can 
ruin anything. “* OLD-FASHIONED.”

Parallel Twins 
Spoilt for the Want of a Ha’p’orth of Tar 


S the owner (from new) of a five-hundred twin, from.a famous 
factory, on which I have just completed 30,000 miles, I 
was interested in the remarks of “Realist” in your issue for 
December 19. Assuming common sense is used in regard to 
oil changing and in not blinding the engine when cold, longevity 
of the major components of modern engines is, I think, very 
reasonable. Most of the troubles I have experienced have been 
the result of cheese-paring on design details. 

For instance, the valve-stem ends are not nardened and there- 
fore indent fairly heavily; when this was pointed out to the 
makers I was advised to file them flat again! ‘The baffles of 
the “improved” silencers (I am on my third set) are retained 
by a minimal tack of welding and therefore blow out after a 
few thousand miles. The rocker gear is oiled via a small-bore 
pipe from the return side of the pump and therefore on short 
runs or in cold weather runs dry. No angular adjustment is 
provided between brake cam lever and camshaft, therefore after 
a small amount of lining wear relining is necessary. Rubber 
bushes are not satisfactory for pivoted-fork pivots: the twitching 
of the rear end on corners was apparent even when the 
machine was new. The rather freakish timing gear is operated 
by single chains and almost perpetual adjustment is required 
to keep it quiet. Tc sum up, although the general design and 
performance of this and most of the other larger machines is 
good, the lack of attention to detail falls very little short of 
being pathetic. M. MITCHELL.

Experience Based on Over 100,000 Miles’ Running 


WN AY I answer your correspondents “Realist” (December 

19) and “Ariel VB” (January 16)? I have owned a 
1938 Triumph twin since new. At 45,000 miles it had its first 
tebore and new main and big-end bearings, At 75,000 miles I 
fitted an Avon sidecar. At 100,000 miles the engine had a 
second rebore. The present mains and big ends have done 
55,000 miles (not 27,000 like those of “Ariel VB”). This 
machine is used for my club activities and is often driven to 
the limit of its performance. With the sidecar attached nor- 
mally I cruise at 50 m.p.h, and have a maximum of 65 m.p.h. 
or so. 

Does this indicate that vertical twins are inferior to singles? 
It should not be overlooked that although a twin sounds as 
though it is revving hard, in truth the rider hears two firing 
strokes for every one of a single. Incidentally, I decoke at

around 18,000-mile intervals. I seem to motor the outfit hard 
enough to blow the carbon out of the pipes. Twins like revs 
and the more even torque lessens wear on chains and engine 
parts. 

If riders don’t like revs or gear boxes, I know where to buy a 
single-speed belt-drive Triumph with a lovely slow-revving 
engine. I do not condemn the side valve or the single but a 
twin is just as reliable and hard wearing and usually gives a very 
sparkling performance for its size.

Hubs and Brakes 


OTOR-CYCLE brakes are of 
what is termed internal expand- 
ing type. Priefly che principle is 

that two crescent-shape shoes which do 
not rotate with the wheel are positioned 
so that their ends are adjacent and are 
forced outward into contact with the 
inner periphery of a drum—the brake 
drum—built into the wheel. The re- 
sultant friction between shoes and drum 
provides the braking effect. 

Usually the brake shoes are light- 
alloy castings and they do not rub

directly on the drum: such an arrange- 
ment would provide insufficient friction 
for good: braking. Riveted to each shoe 
is a strip of asbestos-base frictfon material 
known as the brake lining. The shoes 
are mounted on a circular steel or light- 
alloy plate called the brake plate or shoe 
plate. 

Between one pair of adjacent ends of 
the shoes there is a short pin—the ful- 
crum pin—which is fixed to the shoe 
plate and about which the shoes can 
pivot. - Interposed between the other pair 
of shoe ends is a flat steel cam which is 
attached to a shaft passing through the 
shoe plate at right angles. Fixed to the 
end of the shaft remote from the cam 
is a lever—the brake-cam lever—which, 
in the case of the front brake, is linked 
to the handlebar lever by cable or, in 
the case of the rear brake, to the brake 
pedal by rod or cable. 

Concentric with the wheel spindle, the 
shoe plate is prevented from rotating by 
means of a lug, stud or steel link which 
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anchors the plate to a front-fork or rear- 
frame member, as the case may be. 
Operation of the brake lever or pedal 
causes the cam to be rotated through a 
few degrees, thus forcing the ends of the 
shoes apart until the linings press on the 
brake drum. Two coil springs linking 
the shoes pull them clear of the drum 
when the lever or pedal is released, 
The brake just discussed is typical of 
those fitted to the majority of touring 
machines and is described as being of 
leading-and-trailing-shoe type. Which is

the leading shoe and which 
the trailing shoe depends on 
the rotational direction of the 
brake drum relative to the 
way the shoes are positioned. 
For example, if the front 
brake is on the left-hand side 
of the wheel, forward motion 
of the machine will result in 
the drum rotating anti-clock- 
wise when viewed from the 
left. Now if the shoe plate is 
so arranged that the fulcrum 
pin is in the 12 o’clock posi- 
tion and the cam is at six 
o’clock, tiie leading shoe is 
then that on the right. In 
other words, the leading shoe 
is that where the direction of 
drum rotation is from the 
cam to the fulcrum pin. 
Where the drum rotates from 
the fulcrum pin to the cam, 
that shoe is said to be 
trailing.

In the case of the leading shoe, rotation 
of the drum exerts a force on the shoe in 
the same direction as the force applied 
by the cam and thus the braking effor: 
put through the shoe is increased. With 
the trailing shoe the force exerted by 
drum rotation is in opposition to the cam 
force and thus the braking effect of the 
trailing shoe is considerably jess than that 
of the leading shoe—in fact about two 
thirds less. 

Racing motor cycles in many cases are 
equipped with brakes designed so that 
both shoes lead. This is contrived by 
having a separate cam and fulcrum pin 
for each shoe. Such a brake is very 
much more powerful than a single-lead- 
ing-shoe brake of the same diameter, 
although the latter type is adequate for 
ordinary roadsters. 

When the brakes of a motor cycle are 
applied, the cffect ‘s to throw the greater 
part of the weight of machine and rider 
forward on to the front wheel. At the 
same time the load on the rear wheel is 
correspondingly lessened. The amount 
of grip between the front tyre and the 
road increases with the weight transfer- 
ence and thus the front brake is capable 
of providing far more stopping power 
than the rear brake. Further, the braked 
front wheel will be far less likely to skid 
or lock than will the braked rear wheel— 
provided, of course, that the machine is 
upright and travelling in a straight line. 
It follows that when the brakes are used 
the greater amount of effort should 
always be put through the front brake. 
Really heavy pressure on the rear-brake 
pedal may cause the wheel to _ lock, 
especially on wet roads. 

Finally on the subject of brakes 
there is the phenomenon known as fade. 
When a brake is applied, the friction be- 
tween the linings and the drum generates 
a considerable amount of heat. When the 
temperature of the linings rises above a 
critical figure—which might occur after 
a prolonged spell of heavy braking from 
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high speeds or when descending a long 
mountain pass—the gripping power of the 
‘uning is suddenly reduced and the effici- 
ency of the brake consequently impaired. 
This lowering of efficiency owing to ex- 
cessive heat, i.e., fade, is a purely tem- 
porary condition. The linings regain 
their grip on cooling. 

Although fade very rarely occurs under 
normal road conditions it is a factor to be 
reckoned with in racing. The cure is to 
keep the brakes as cool as possible and to 
that end racing brake drums carry deep 
circumferential fins. In addition, scoops 
are fitted to the shoe plates to induce a 
current of air to flow through the brakes. 

Until recent years the hubs of most 
motor-cycle wheels consisted of a small- 
diameter shell integral with the brake 
drum on which was formed one of, the 
two spoke flanges. In the case of the 
rear hub the chain sprocket was usually 
bolted to the brake drum. Nowadays 


the majority of machines have hubs of 
so-called full-width type in which the 
hub shell is of the same external diameter 
as the brake drum. Full-width hubs may

be of light alloy, cast iron or composite 
steel and light-alloy construction. Let us 
examine a typical light-alloy front hub. 

The shell is a light-alloy casting which 
incorporates the spoke flanges and a cen- 
tral boss. The boss is cast around a 
steel sleeve which forms the housing for 
the hub bearings (to be discussed later). 
Internal stiffening is provided by, eight 
integral radial webs. The exterior of the 
shell is finned to assist brake cooling, and 
the brake drum takes the form of a cast- 
in iron liner positioned roughly midway 
between -he spoke flanges. 

The rear-hub version of this particular 
make is identical to the front hub save 
that on the left-hand side there are four 
integral driving studs by which the wheel 
is secured to its sprocket. Removal of 
the nuts from the studs and withdrawal of 
the wheel spindle permits the wheel to 
be withdrawn from the frame without dis- 
turbing the sprocket and chain. The 
wheel is thus said to be of quickly detach- 
able pattern. 

Essentials of 
hubs fitted to some machines are 


the cast-iron full-width 
that

brazed to the tube which houses the bear- 
ings are two steel pressings which, in 
order to give maximum rigidity, are of 


slightly curved section. The finned cast- 
iron hub shell has a medial, internal flange 
to which the peripheries of the steel press- 
ings are riveted. The brake linings bear 
direct on the inside of the hub shell to one 
side of the flange. An interesting feature 
of this hub is that there are no spoke 
flanges: straight-pull spokes are employed. 

Three types of hub bearing are in com- 
mon use. They are the cup-and-cone, 
taper-roller and  ball-journal varieties. 
Cup-and-cone and taper-roller bearings 
are adjustabie; ball-journal bearings are 
not. Employing steel balls, the cup-and- 
cone bearing is so called because the inner 
track is of cone shape (and slightly con- 
cave in section) while the outer track is of 
cup shape. The cone screws on to the 
wheel spindle and the cup is pressed into 
the hub shell. Compensation for wear is 
gained by screwing the cone inward 
towards the outer track. 

More expensive than the cup-and-cone 
bearing but able to withstand greater 
loads, the taper-roller bearing has inner 
and outer tracks which form parts of cones 
having a common apex. Thus the rollers 
(which are caged) are tapered. As with 
the cup-and-cone bearing, the inner track 
screws on to the wheel spindle and the 
outer track is housed in the hub shell. 
Adjustment also is in similar fashion. 

A ball-journal wheel bearing consists of 
an inner race featuring a groove on its 
periphery and an outer race grooved 
round its bore. Part circular in section, the 
grooves form a deep track for the ring of 
balls which are separated from each other 
by a cage. It will be realized that the 
bearing is not designed to be taken apart 
or adjusted but that factor is, indeed, an 
advantage: the construction is so robust 
that, given periodic lubrication, the bear- 
ing has a useful life of many thousands of 
miles without other attention. As to fit- 
ting, the outer race is an interference fit 
in the hub shell while the inner race is a 
sliding fit on the wheel spindle.

The first is now out of print but, if you 
are really smart off the mark, you may still be able to obtain 
one. Stocks of the Second Series are brighter but no more 
are being printed. The machines covered in both range 
from mopeds to Ariel Square Fours. In fact, here is a 
random selection taken from the later edition: 497 c.c.

It seems to me that the 
more severe the nature,of the event, and the longer its 
duration, the more likely “luck,” as we understand the term, 
may be expected to have some bearing on the final outcome. 


My colleague Bob Currie has 
had the good fortune to 
sample a Triumph Tiger Cub equipped with the Zenith 
carburettor described last week. The model was new, 
there was no opportunity to use the whip other than 
with a mild crack, but Currie was impressed all the 
same. He tells me that starting was effortless and 
idling excellent almost from the first power stroke after 
a cold start. The Tiger Cub is what I have heard 
described as “a gutty little devil” and has a characteristic 
punch when it is pulling hard at low r.p.m. With the 
Zenith-equipped model the punch is less pronounced, 
though low-speed torque is in no way impaired. Pick-up 
is clean and sweet throughout the throttle range. By the 
way, had it struck you that Triumphs now use four makes 
of carburettor? They are Amal, Zenith, S.U. and Solex 
(the last for the side-valve twin TRW produced for the 
Services).

Scooters Introduced by Wolverhampton Firm 


WO new DKR scooters are now in 

production along with the 147 c.c. 

Dove model. The newcomers are 
both equipped with Villiers engine-gear 
units with fan cooling and Siba electric 
starter-generators, Designated Pegasus 
and Defiant, the scooters are respectively 
of 148 and 197 c.c. capacity. 

In outward appearance the two 
machines may be distinguished from the 
Dove only by the absence of a kick-starter 
pedal (the right-side engine panel is 
modified in consequence) and by a re- 
vised dashboard layout. Dove body 
pressings are employed and the frame 
differs only in respect of the engine 
mountings. The opportunity has been 
taken to lower the seat height by 2in, 
which modification applies also to the 
Dove. Stove-enamelling plant has been 
installed at the factory and in future a 
stoved finish will replace the air-dried 
sprayed paintwork. The choice of two- 
tone colourings for all three models now 
includes pink and ivory, and black and 
green in addition to blue and ivory, black 
and ivory and maroon and ivory. The 
two-tone colour scheme embraces the 
dual-seat. 

Powering the 148 c.c. Pegasus is the 
Villiers Mark 31C/3SF engine (with 
three-speed gear box) while the Defiant 
has the 197 c.c. Mark 9E/4SF (four 
speed)

The engines employ similar 
castings for the crankcase but 
there is a major difference 
between them. The fan 
of the one-fifty is on the 
left end of the crankshaft, 
whereas on the 197 c.c. en- 
gine the fan is on the right. 
Unlike the Dove, which has a fan and 
cooling duct of DKR manufacture, the 
two new models have Villiers fans and 
ducts. 

Variation in fan location does not in- 
volve modification to the scooter side 
panels as each panel is already provided 
with louvres at the forward end through 
which cooling air is drawn. The dis- 


charge, as before, is through similar 
louvres at the rear of the panels and 
through an opening behind the seat. 
The Siba starter-generator utilizes a 
12-volt circuit which provides the advan-

tage of improved lighting. Twin six- 
volt Silver Exide batteries of slim de- 
sign are housed under the dual-seat in a 
deep pressing which replaces the shallow 
pan used to house the tool kit of the 
Dove. Access to the batteries is obtained 
by releasing a wing nut at the rear of the 
seat and hinging the seat upward at the 
nose. 

Accommodation of the tool roll is with- 
in the lockable compartment attached to 
the rear face of the weathershield. The 
tyre pump is also housed there, retained 
by two spring clips inside the base of the 
compartment; the new pump location 
applies also to the Dove. 

The dashboard is formed by the rear 
part of the pressing which covers the fuel 
tank and upper half of the headlamp. 
On the electric-starter models the switches 
and instruments are arranged differently 
from those of the Dove. On the left are 
the light switch and the starter button; 
the speedometer is in the middle of the 
dash immediately behind the steering 
stem and it is flanked on the right by the 
ignition warning light and the ignition 
switch (which has a detachable key). 

Under development for all three models 
is a modified centre stand which pivots 
from the bracket supporting the front of 
the footboards. The stand is of tubular 
construction and has a small pedal exten- 
sion on the left. When not in use the 
stand folds flat against the underside of 
the footboards. 

Optional extras which will be available 
for any DKR scooter include a wind- 
screen, stop light, chromium-plated edg- 
ing strips for the weathershield, white- 
wall tyres, a prop stand (which also pivots 
from the footboard forward support 
bracket), brief-case hook, spare wheel and 
luggage carrier, rubber heel guards for 
the forward face of the main body press- 
ing and a chromium-plated extension for 
the exhaust pipe. 

The makers are DKR Scooters, Ltd., 
Pendeford Airport, Wolverhampton, 
Staffs.

motor vehicles, including motor cycles, 
have been intensively developed to improve 
their climbing power, road engineers and 
surveyors have been equally busy flatten- 
ing hills wherever they found them! 
When British roads were first deliber- 
ately engineered, as by General Wade in 
the Highlands in the 1700s and by Telford 
and McAdam a century later, it was 
recognized that a horse-drawn cart or 
coach had rapidly increasing difficulty in 
coping with gradients as they became 
steeper than 1 in 30 and that a prolonged 
climb of 1 in 18 was almost impossible. 
It was true that a coach, at the gallop 
and from a flying start, could surmount 
such a hill provided the length was not 
too great and that there was no unforeseen 


Few Hills on Surfaced Roads are Steeper Than | in 8 and the Worst 


are Rarely in Truly Mountainous Districts 


ECAUSE motor cycles are capable 
of climbing the steepest of hills to 
be found on well-surfaced roads 

with the greatest of ease, the average 
rider has ceased to be gradient-conscious. 
He is no longer greatly concerned with the 
precise definition of rise in relation to 
distance travelled on any particular 
section of road. The slope of a road is 
expressed by such figures as 1 in 4, 1 in 
10, 1 in 25 and so on, representing one 
foot rise from the starting point in so 
many feet of horizontal travel. 

Gradient figures do not indicate the rise 
relative to the distance actually traversed 
up or down the slope since in a one foot 
rise the length of a sloping road surface is 
appreciably greater than the horizontal 
distance. For practical purposes, however, 
the difference between the two measure- 
ments is so small that it can be ignored. 
Only in the case of hills steeper than 1 in 
6 is the difference worth noting. For 
example, a 1 in 6 hill measures 6.08 feet 
on its road surface for the one-foot rise— 
less than one inch more than the hori- 
zontal distance. 

Wherever possible, modern roads are 
engineered to eliminate severe climbs. 
Indeed, it is an interesting thought that as

interruption of speed. But-it was a very 
tricky business. 

The limitations of horse-drawn traffic 
thus left their legacy to the motor era in 
the form of these well established 
gradients. Most main roads were de- 
signed to avoid long slopes steeper than 
1 in 25 and motor vehicles in turn, when 
they appeared, were powered and geared 
to use the existing roads to the best 
advantage. That is why family cars, 
lightweight motor cycles, heavily laden 
sidecar outfits and many types of lorry,

along the north coast of Devon where there 
are many pitches or steps of 1 in 8 that 
in a few cases steepen to as much as 1 in 
5. Curiously enough, the most severe 
road gradients are not usually to be found 
in the truly mountainous areas. Genuine 
mountain roads simply have to be properly 
engineered. Therefore in the Alps, for 
example, while there may be miles on 
end of 1 in 15, short, steep steps of 1 in 
6 or worse are not very common. 

In areas of lower general altitude, roads 
often cross hill shoulders direct from one 
valley to another. The reason is that 
land is usually more valuable in the foot- 
hills than on the mountains and _ its 
utilization in the making of Alpine-type 
zig-zags would be frowned upon in such 
parts. The effect of these influences is 
apparent in the “over-the-top-and-the- 
best-of-luck”” approach to road layout in 
Yorkshire, for instance, as compared with 
the greater degree of compromise in Lake- 
land and North Wales. In those districts, 
nevertheless, there are quite a few snorters 
of 1 in 5. Scotland, on the other hand, 
illustrates the humility which real moun- 
tains impose, for in the truly mountainous 
parts to the north-west of the Caledonian 
Canal the road engineer has always gone 
round rather than straight across. 

We must not forget that the Highland 
road system was basically military and that 
land was cheap in the sense that it could 
be commandeered, quite apart from the 
low value of vast expanses of wild moor 
and forest. By contrast, the central and 
southern Lowlands, where the general 
altitude is not spectacular, have many hills 
of the 1 in 15 order of severity. 

One frequently hears breathless des-

settle down to steady top-gear pulling on 
long hills of 1 in 25 or thereabouts and 
need a change to a lower gear only if 
acceleration becomes necessary. 

Even in hilly districts it is rare to en- 
counter long hills steeper than 1 in 15, 
although roads are to be found in Lake- 
land, among the Yorkshire Pennines and 
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criptions of hills “1 in 34, you know” 
but it is a safe bet to be doubtful, for in 
the British Isles the number of such 
gradients on good, surfaced roads can be 
counted on the fingers of one hand. A 
gradient of 1 in 4 is quite trying to walk 
up and even worse to walk down, not to 
mention the road surveyor’s headache in 
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rolling the surface! The fact is that not 
many people have actually seen a hill of 
that calibre or steeper (trials tracks ex- 
cluded, of course). 

Yet there are people who ought to know 
better cheerfully repeating such figures. 
A man operating buses in the northern 
Pennine area stated in a trade journal 
that his route involved several daily 
climbs of a hill of 1 in 34. The particular 
hill to which he referred is seven-eights 
of a mile in length and has a notably 
steady slope so that if the stated gradient 
was correct the total rise would be 1,500ft. 
As the starting point is already 1,500ft 
above sea level the summit altitude would

be 3,000ft, or nearly 1,000ft higher than 
most of the Pennine tops. According to 
the invaluable Contour Road Books of Gall 
and Inglis the gradient indicated is 1 in 8 
and reaches a total height of 2,050ft, 
figures which tie up much more credibly. 

It is to be feared that many signposting 
authorities cry wolf by erecting notices 
on certain rather notorious hills bearing 
the awesome injunction: “Beware! 1 in 
34 gradient.” Few hills so labelled live 
up to the figure that embellishes them!

casing of the control after a smali area of 
the covering has been cut away. In side 
elevation the pressing is curved so that when 
it is closed on the cable it slightly opens the 
coils of the casing to permit the lubriwat to 
enter. 

Closing can be done with ordinary pliers 
but the makers recommend that the work 
be done by dealers for whom special pliers 
are available; most Amal stockists already 
have these special tools. To permit the oiler 
to fit the different casing diameters made, 
leather washers are utilized. For casings of 
less than 0.189in diameter two washers are 
needed; between 0.189in and 0.224in one 
washer is utilized and for the larger sizes 
(0.228in to 0.264in) no washer is required. 

An unusual point is that the nipple is 
designed to be used in conjunction with a 
normal grease gun filled with oil or with a 
conical-nose pressure oilcan. Price of the 
nipple is 8d, plus 1d each for washers. The 
manufacturers are Amal, Ltd., Holdford 
Road, Witton, Birmingham, 6. 


Winter 


‘SEVERAL hundred miles of testing have 
h shown that Waddington’s Everdry gloves 
fulfil most riders’ requirements for winter 
riding. Warmth is provided by a thick fleecy 
lining throughout and for wear during rain 
a waterproof bag mitt of thin plastic-faced 
material can be drawn over the fingers and 
thumb. When not required, the bag mitt 
is secured in rolled-up form to the back of 
the glove by a short strap and press stud. 

The gloves are stoutly made in black 
horse-hide and rot-proof thread is used for 
the stitching. Fitted with an adjustable strap, 
the medium-length cuffs are unstiffened and 
so may be worn either inside or outside the

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a level shelf or two. It is as well to 
remember that a hairpin bend on a steady 
climb of 1 in 11 may present a short 
stretch of 1 in 3 on the inside of a tight 
turn. 

To round off, here is a random selection 
of hills, the average gradients of which are 
often exaggerated: Sutton Bank, York- 
shire, 1 in 8; Killhope, Northumberland, 
1 in 8; Kirkstone Pass, Lake District, 1 in 
6; Porlock, Somerset, 1 in 6; Countisbury, 
Devon, 1 in 7; Lynmouth, Devon, 1 in 5;

Why No Two-strokes ? 


Television Team Trial Questions :

HEN the Television Team Trial 
takes place near Pirbright on 
February 15 observant viewers will 


no doubt ask themselves, “Why no two- 
strokes?” I posed that same question on the 
occasion of the previous Television Trial two 
years ago. The convincing way in which 
small machines have proved their worth in 
national trials during the past few seasons is 
ample reason for their being included. How 
about Eric Adcock (197 Dot), Bryan Povey 
(201 James), Brian Stonebridge (197 Greeves) 
and Arthur Shutt (201 Francis-Barnett) as 
representatives of the North, Midlands, South 
and West respectively? Their omission year 
after year is invidious to say the least. It is 
stated that the riders who have been invited, 
“just do not happen to use two-strokes.” 


NOTHER curious feature of the TV event 
<\% is that Jeff Smith is not taking part, I 
talked to him about this a fortnight ago and 
he referred me to Harold Taylor, organizer 
in chief. “I fully appreciate that a lot of 
people are unhappy with our method of selec- 
tion,” Harold said, “ but we always try to get 
teams of comparable strength so that they are 
competitive. I do want you to realize that 
this event is not run for experts, and what 
we have tried to do is to give consideration 
to those riders who have always supported us 
and have entered into the proper spirit of 
the thing. It is, of course, frightfully diffi- 
cult to run one of these TV events and please 
everybody. I suppose the only way to keep 
the peace all round would be to have bigger 
teams and therefore more entries. But that 
is impracticable.” Harold Taylor is not, of 
course, solely responsible for team selection 
—teams are approved by the A.C.U. com- 
petitions committee. 


EFF, by the way, will be absent from the 
e Scottish Six Days’ Trial in May; he 
wants to have a crack at the Danish and 
Swiss Moto-Cross Grands Prix on May 4 and 
11. The “Scottish” won’t be the same 
without him. Jeff, incidentally, celebrated 
his demob from the Army just a week ago 
today. 


AT practically all the trials and scrambles 
4 I have seen in the West Country during 
the past year or two I have been struck by 
the ability of three young men. Hailing from 
Biddisham, near Axbridge, they are the 
Body brothers—Henry (aged 23), Malcolm 
(20) and Terry (18). Among them they have 
won well over 30 trials. Henry and Malcolm 


are keen scramblers, too, and have enough 
mechanical know-how to enable them to build 
their own specials (J.A.P. engines for 
scrambles, Villiers for trials). Young Terry, 
who strikes me as having a particularly bright 
future in trials, uses a three-fifty B.S.A. in 
more or less standard competition trim. 


THE boys work in partnership with their 
father at a saw mill, and there is an 
abundance of rough country around Biddis- 
ham. From the age of nine, each of them 
has gained invaluable experience on any old 
motor cycle that happened to be lying around 
(and in the Body household there . seems 
never to have been a shortage of potent iron- 
mongery). Body pére, president of the Men- 
dip Vale Car Club, has always encouraged 
his sons’ enthusiasm—and there are three 
younger boys already showing envious interest 
in the exploits of their older brothers. The 
way things are shaping, we might one day 
see a South-Western team composed entirely 
of Body brothers in the Inter-Centre Team 
Trial! 


WARLY last December I mentioned that the 
4 A.C.U. had accepted the South-Western 
Centre’s offer to organize the Inter-Centre

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Team Trial in Devonshire. But then the 
S.W. Centre secretary announced that there 
was not enough time to make a proper job 
of the organization. So the trial, to have been 
held on March 16, has been postponed. And 
the result is that would-be competitors will 
be deprived of the fun and convenience of 
having it take place on the day after the 
“ Kickham ” in an adjoining county. Because 
the Auto-Cycle Union’s acceptance of the 
offer was deferred from November 14 to 
December 12 the centre considers that the 
competitions committee showed lack of faith 
in South-Western ability. “ We feel that they 
played ducks and drakes with us,” the centre 
secretary told me; “but in spite of that 
should it be decided to hold the event in 
October we shall again volunteer.” Excellent! 
A pity that it cannot take place on October 5 
(the day after the “West of England”), but 
that is the date of the Inter-Centre Team 
Scramble. 


THE John Douglas Trial, admirable though 

it was, has touched off more explosive 
arguments about speed schedules. Of 77 
finishers, 42 lost marks for lateness; these 
varied from John Draper’s two to Len Brough- 
ton’s 138. There was an 18 m.p.h. schedule 
for the 584-mile course (which included 12 
observed sections). Too fast? I hardly think 
so. But considerably lower speeds were re- 
quired in the Ilkley Club’s New Year Trial, 
yet all but seven of the 62 finishers lost marks 
on time. The clerk of the course points out 
that the better riders were not the time 
wasters—a remark that could equally be ap- 
plied to the “John Douglas.” Indeed, it is 
noticeable that those competitors who spend 
most time inspecting sections are often those 
who lose most marks on observation. There 
must surely be a moral somewhere—and it 
seems fairly easy to see! 
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SHATTERING blow to my pride oc- 
4% curred one wet day last month. I was 
busy (very busy!) measuring the route for the 
Sunbeam “200.” The particular stretch 
occupying my attention was the Ridge Way— 
said to be the oldest road in Great Britain. 
For over an hour [ had been doing my best 
to maintain a 20 m.p.h. average on a surface 
that had a porridge-like consistency after the 
snow. As luck would have it I suffered my 
most spectaculag tumble at the feet of a farm 
labourer who was evidently a trials enthus- 
iast. He looked down at me, pinned beneath 
the Norton which was then facing where I 
had just come from “ Failure,” he said in 
a detached voice, “shall be deemed to have 
occurred if the machine ceases to travel in a 
forward direction relative to the course.” I 
could gladly have killed him! 


N the issue of January 16 “ Nitor” penned 

an open letter to V. L. Freeman—presi- 
dent of the Motor Cycling Club—in which 
he deplored the car-mindedness of the 
M.C.C., and suggested that such an attitude 
might account, in part, for the reduced entry. 
But an even greater nose-dive occurred in the 
car class! Something is radically wrong for 
M.C.C. entries to shrink at a time when 
stronger and stronger support is being re- 
ceived for other long-distance semi-sporting 
trials. Where lies the explanation? Three 
quite different theories are advanced by 
correspondents. 


\ TRITING from Dudley, Worcestershire, 

Sidney Pryce says that several com- 
petitors to whom he spoke during last 
month’s “Exeter” agreed that the most 
likely cause was expense, “The entry fee 
(£1 5s) is rather stiff and the petrol bill for 
so much mileage is considerable,” says Mr. 
Pryce. “Most competitors also find it 
necessary to stand the further expense of 
hotel accommodation for the Saturday night. 
Taking part in January this year on my 
998 c.c. Vincent (solo) cost me approximately 
£6—plus the £1 M.C.C. subscription.” But 
the cost has not risen since 1956, yet the 
motor-cycle entry dropped from 147 to 95. 


HAT inveterate Reliant enthusiast from 
Liverpool, Bert Jones, says this: “ Dis- 
cover the average age of the motor-cycle 





ILATORY administration is not appar- 

ently the prerogative of the big-time 
Organizations. In last week’s issue it was 
mentioned that although the Belgian federa- 
tion had allowed the appeal which made 
Libero Liberati the winner of the 1957 
Belgian Grand Prix, neither Jack Brett (who 
was thus relegated to second place) nor Lord 
Montagu, his sponsor, had been notified.

Harold Taylor is a member of 
the A.C.U. management, competitions, moto- 
cross and Benevolent Fund committees and 
is on the F.I.M. technical committee. Cer-

competitors in M.C.C. events and you'll find 
that the young men of today with their cars 
and trailers abhor more than about 50 miles 
on a nasty dirty motor bike and are quite un- 
fitted, mentally and physically, to cope with 
some 300 miles on a winter’s night with a 
few observed sections thrown in.” All right 
—but again the diminishing car entry is not 
accounted for, and we can hardly be expected 
to believe that between the 1956 and 1958 
trials nearly everyone decided that he was 
either too young or too old! 


PYINALLY, the oddest explanation of all: 
A reader from North London signing 
himself “One of the Lost Sheep” says that 
he used to be a regular competitor in the 
M.C.C. long-distance trials but has strayed

ie addition to road racing ‘n South Africa 

Mike Hailwood has taken to grass track- 
ing. He made his début at a meeting in 
Pietermaritzburg on a borrowed Velocette two- 
fifty and gained a second place and a third 
in two scratch races. Major honours went to 
a local rider, Les Smith who, also riding a 
two-fifty Velocette, won the 250, 350 and 
500 c.c. events in the morning and then, with 
the same machine, won the 250 c.c. race and 
was second in the 350 c.c. class during the 
afternoon. The trophies were presented by 
Mike’s father, Stan Hailwood, who has now 
left to return to the United Kingdom by 
sea. 


ND so those incredible Italian road races, 
44 the Giro D’Italia and the Milano- 
Taranto, will be held no more. Both have 
been banned as part of Government measures 


from the fold for no other reason than that 
he became completely exasperated at the 
delay in announcing results. “ Learning the 
results is the most important aspect of any 
competition,” says my correspondent, “but 
it seems to have become an M:C.C. tradition 
to keep us waiting at least a week and, to me, 
this constitutes a frustrating anti-climax—the 
ruination of what is usually an otherwise 
enjoyable trial.

And so, as the 
saying goes, you pays your money and you 
takes your choice. Frankly, I do not consider - 
that any of these explanations is the right 
one. Has the M.C.C. any theories to offer 
and so settle the debate? 





against races considered dangerous to com- 
petitors and spectators. Both were intro- 
duced to test stamina as well as speed, were 
held on public (and open) roads and em- 
braced almost the entire Italian peninsula. 
The “Giro” lasted for nine days. Italian 
manufacturers produced specially tuned and 
modified versions of their production road- 
sters primarily for the events. It is suggested 
that the ban might well restrict manufacture 
of machines for series-racing models—and so 
have a long-term effect on the future of 
sports-machine racing, particularly in Italy. 
That great car dice, the Mille Miglia, has 
also come under the axe. It is to become a 
regularity test, with timed hill-climbs in- 
cluded in the route. 


NOEL McCUTCHEON (A,J.S. and 
4% Norton), one of the members of the last 
year’s New Zealand team for the Isle of Man 
T.T. Races, won the 350 c.c. and 500 c.c. 
events at the road-race meeting held at 
Wigram, South Island, New Zealand. In the 
350 c.c. race McCutcheon lay third at the 
end of the first lap, took the lead on Lap 2 
and thereafter drew away to win by a con- 
vincing margin. A close struggle for second 
place between J. Swarbrick and R. Newbrook 
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(A.J.S.s, and B. Benke (Norton) was finally 
decided in the dashing Swarbrick’s favour. 
Riding a G45 Matchless, Newbrook led the 
500 c.c. race until half distance when he was 
passed by McCutcheon and Mick Holland 
(Norton). In a thrilling finish McCutcheon 
beat Holland by 0.78; Newbrook was third. 


I ETWEEN the Scottish Six Days’ Trial 
in May and the International Six Days’ 
Trial in September Sammy Miller will, as 
usual, be fairly busily occupied with a pro- 
gramme of racing. He has procured a 1955 
ex-Maurice Cann one-two-five F. B. Mondial, 
is fitting his two-fifty N.S.U. power unit into 
a duplex frame (to cut down both the weight 
and height) and is on the lookout for a 
three-fifty and five-hundred. At Easter he 
will combine ‘visits to the Italian factories 
with the Imola race meeting, in which he 
ba probably ride the one-two-five and two- 
ty. 


(THE mention on January 23 of Bob Ander- 

son’s impending departure for Kenya 
brought to light the interesting fact that 
Jim Smith of Pegsdon (near Hitchin) can also 
claim some credit for Anderson’s rapid 
motoring. Smith prepared Anderson’s Norton 
engines throughout 1956, except for the Manx 
Grand Prix, and fettled them last year up 
to T.T. time. As a tuner, Jim Smith’s ser- 
vices are much in demand by car-racing 
enthusiasts for whom he works not only on 
motor-cycle-type engines, but also on the 
bigger stuff. 


\ RECENT modification to the double- 
«4% knocker one-two-five Insley Special (The 
Motor Cycle, December 26) is the substitu- 
tion of a gear train for the chain which 
originally linked the twin camshafts; drive to 
the gear train is by chain from a sprocket 
on the half-time pinion. An MV Agusta rear 
wheel, with light-alloy rim, has been fitted 
and a similar rim is now used on the front 
wheel. Ross Insley, the constructor, also 
intends to go sidecar racing this year. His 
*home-built outfit has a duplex frame and a 
Norton engine which has been converted 
from single- to double-camshaft operation. 
Castings for the conversion of both machines, 
and also for the building of 8in-diameter 
light-alloy hubs for the Norton, were made 
with the aid of a home-constructed furnace! 


TNLESS the Road Racing Sidecar Associa- 
tion can guarantee a minimum of 15 
entries for the international meeting at 
Oliver’s Mount in September sidecars may 
not be catered for. This declaration by 
the Scarborough Club follows an approach 
by the‘R.R.S.A. to the Town Clerk of the 
Scarborough Corporation for expenses 
money. It is understood that similar 
approaches have been made to proprietors 
of other circuits. The proposals are that 
entry fees be returned and that £5 be paid 
to each competitor starting; that additional 
sums be paid for each day over and above 
race days when it is compulsory to drive in 
practice or in heats and that prize money 
be spread to cover 50 per cent of the entry. 
The Scarborough Club has declared that it is 
not in a position to meet these requests. 


Y_ winning the Ilkley Club’s New Year 

Trial on January 12 Artie Ratcliffe 
scored his ninth win in nine starts in York- 
shire trials. Of course, the major success 
gained since he began riding the Triumph 
Tiger Cub last year was his win in the Scott 
Trial. He made fourth-best performance in 
the i957 British Expert’s Trial and won the 
200 c.c. class award in this year’s St. David’s 
Trial. Riding Matchlesses, Ratcliffe has won 
the Scottish Six Days’ Trial twice (1950 and 
1954) and the British Experts’ Trial twice 
(1947 ‘and 1949). It is an interesting obser- 
vation that to-day he is proving as successful 
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THE FINAL DRAFT of the F.1.M. regula- 
tions governing streamlining for racing 
was published in The Motor Cycle last 
week.

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HE act of reaching over to put a log on 
the fire while watching a scramble takes 
getting used to. But many hundreds, 
perhaps many thousands, may have done 
just that between two o'clock and three last 
Saturday afternoon. Not many, mark you, 
will have risen to fetch fuel from the back 
of the house while the scramble was on; for 
the racing staged by the North Devon Club 
for B.B.C. television had this scribe, anyway, 
glued in his armchair. The occasion was 
notable in many respects. It was the first 
motor-cycle meet to be televised from Devon 
for nation-wide consumption, so that it was 
even, in a way, historic. 

Run coneurrently-——on an adjacent circuit— 
with the motor-cycle racing was an auto-cross, 
a scramble for cars. The course appeared to 
be little more than a grass-track circuit gone 
buttery after a spell of wet weather; with one 
exception the cars, an assortment of sports 
and saloon models and specials, had a struggle 
to maintain forward motion—at least at any 
speed (the exception was an elderly Frazer 
Nash which, with its solid tack axle, found 
grip in astonishing degree). The cars were 
fun—but not all that much. 

The motor-cycle aces gathered together by 
organizing major domo, Bob Ray, performed 
magnificently.

From Office Boy to Managing Director : C. Gilbert Smith Relinquishes 


Executive Duties After More Than 40 Years with Nortons 


bert Smith has relinquished his position 

as managing director of Nortons and its 
R. T. Shelley subsidiary, thereby bringing to 
a close almost 42 years of active association 
with the world-famous marque. However, 
although he has left Bracebridge Street he 
remains a director of both companies. 

Now 57 years old, Mr. Smith went to 
Nortons in 1916 direct from @ local technical 
college. He had replied to an advertisement 
from “a motor-cycle manufacturer” for a 
smart, intelligent youth. His interests in 
motor cycles had been whetted by a chance 
encounter with a rider stopped at the road- 
side through mechanical trouble. The 
machine was left at Gilbert Smith’s home 
and he was at liberty to ride it if he could 
cure the bother He succeeded and took 
full advantage of the offer. Immediately i 
his young mind he started to plan to become 
a motor-cycle manufacturer. 

After a short period as office boy at 
Nortons he became a junior draughtsman 
and his duties included converting into work- 
ing drawings the many ideas which flowed 
from the nimble brain of James Lansdowne 
Norton, founder of the company and very 
much its working head. There were few 
other employees at that time and on occa- 
sions Gilbert Smith found himself operating 
a lathe or lending a hand with the assembly 
of machines. His subsequent career included 
periods as a tester, as service manager and 
as buyer 

In 1926, at the age of 26, Mr. Smith 
was made a director (later, director and 
general manager); he was appointed man- 
aging director in 1945 and served con- 
tinuously in that capacity until last Friday. 
In the interests of sales promotion he flew 
around the world as an ambassador for the 
firm; he is personally acquainted with every 
Norton dealer, both at home and abroad. 

As a youth he — in several trials, 
among them the Colmore, but his career as 
a rider was a short one. “Pa” Norton 
objected to the time he spent in preparing 
his own machine and pointed out that there 
was other work to be done in factory hours. 
Nevertheless, his interest in sport remained 
and it was while he was at the Norton helm 
hat the marque consolidated its position in 
the racing world With the exception of 
1953, when illness prevented his making the 
trip, he has watched every Isle of Man T.T. 
meeting since 1920 from the pits; and when 
his riders returned victorious he was at hand 
to offer the first congratulations. 

More than that, Gilbert Smith has also 
watched every Manx Grand Prix. Osten- 
sibly he was on holiday, but in fact he was 
talent spotting, relying on his judgment in 
selecting possible recruits for the Norton 
team. ‘Team work, indeed, was the key to the 
firm’s racing successes in the golden years 
when such riders as Stanley Woods, Jimmy 
Guthrie, Freddie Frith, Harold Daniell, 
Artie Bell, Geoff Duke, Reg Armstrong and 
Ray Amm rode under the Norton flag; and 
the team leader, directing all phases of racing 
policy, was Gilbert Smith. 

In his activities outside the factory he was 
a founder-member of the Birmingham Insti- 
tute of Export; he has also served the 
research association’ of the motor industry.

He is a past chairman of the Cycle and 
Motor Trades Benevolent Fund and for over 
25 years he has been a member of the coun- 
cil of the Manufacturers’ ‘Association, twice 
as president (when first elected president, in 
1938, he was only 37 years of age); as past 
president he is still an ex-officio member 
of the council. He is a Member of the In- 
stitution of Mechanical Engineers and of the 
Society of Automotive Engineers of America. 


Manufacturers Meet 
RE ELECTED president of the Manu- 


facturers’ Association last week was

It was stressed et the meeting that the 
industry is most anxious that the Govern- 
ment shall not continue to use hire-purchase 
restrictions and purchase tax as a means of 
regulating home sales. The report adds: 
‘Frequent and unexpected variations of 
these items make forward planning impos- 
sible and vigorous representations to Her 
Majesty’s Government have been made on 
this score.” 

In spite of the initial discouraging effect 
of petrol rationing at the end of 1956, sales 
recovered on the reduction (to 20 per cent) in 
hire-purchase deposit and the overall sales 
of motor cycles in 1957 reached a record 
level. (The h.p. deposit was raised to 334 
per cent in May last year and remains at that 
level.) British production of motor pth 
and similar-category machines in 1957 
totalled 157,876 units (121,467 in 1956) of 
which 107,483 were sold on the home mar- 
ket and 50,393 were exported. 

During 1957 sales of new scooters boomed 
to an approximate total of 80,000 (about 
30,000 home produced and 50,000 imported) 
as compared with half that figure in 1956. 
It was estimated that the total number of 
scooters in use is 140,000 and the number 
of two- and three-wheelers of all types 
registered is approximately 1,400,000. 


Record Figures 


pror the first time in the history of motor 

cycling new registrations have exceeded 
200,000 in a year. In fact, that total was 
passed in November when, by the end of 
the month, 206,631 two- and three-wheelers 
had been registered for the first time 
in 1957. 

Solos numbered 196,951, sidecar outfits 
3,756, and three-wheelers 5,924. Of the solos, 
90,694 were in the 60-to-150 c.c. category 
which includes the majority of scooters sold 
in Great Britain. It is estimated that scooter 
sales for the whole of last year reached 
80,000 (see Manufacturers’ Association re- 
port on this page), and it may well be that 
of the 90,694 total in the 60-to-150 c.c. class 
around 70,000 are scooters. 

In November there were 9,123 new regis- 
trations in the following classes: solos under

At Tweseldown 


[HE prospect of seeing 11 sidecars and 26 

senior riders brought some 8,000 enthu- 
siasts to Tweseldown race course, near Alder- 
shot, last Sunday for the open-to-South-Mid- 
land Centre scramble organized by the North 
Hants Club.

In Parliament 


THE scheme for the compulsory inspection 

of vehicles of 10 years of age and more 

will be presented to Parliament by Mr. Wat- 

kinson, the Minister of Transport, before 
Easter 

Contrary to some reports, the use of cat's 

eyes on new trunk roads will continue. The 








cost of providing these reflectors varies with 
road conditions, but the average cost is in the 
region of £180 a mile. 

The double-white-line system of marking 
roads is to be extended throughout the 
country as soon as possible. A good deal of 
progress is expected to be made this year. 

Some criticism has been directed by M.P.s 
against tyre manufacturers who are alleged 
to be maintaining resale price maintenance 
against distributors who are willing and able 
to reduce prices. While the collective en- 
forcement of resale price conditions are un- 
lawful, what tyre manufacturers are apparently 
doing is to avail themselves of Section 25 of 
the Restrictive Trade Practices Act, 1956, 
which permits individual enforcement 
through legal proceedings. 

During the last three years the number of 
Metropolitan Police officers engaged mainly 
on the enforcement of the Road Traffic Acts 
has increased by 32 and the number of police 
vehicles by 20. In that period summonses 
and written cautions issued have risen by 
about 25 per cent. 


New Helmet 


‘OR the first time an Italian-made safety 
helmet is to receive B.S.I. Hoy under 
the provisions of B.S. 2001:1956. The 
helmet is the AGV, product of an Italian 
helmet and accessory factory which for the 
past 10 years has been supplying helmets for 
paratrooper and D.R. use. Among the Italian 
stars who wear AGV racing helmets are 
Umberto Masetti and Giuseppe Colnago. 
The AGV helmet has a shell of com- 
pressed, vulcanized fibre reinforced with 
synthetic resin and there is a cork lining. 
Two cross-over webbing straps of over 2in 
width comprise the harness and are cemented 
and sewn to the headband which is cushioned 
with foamed plastic. There is a soft fabric 
lining with a draw-string for adjustment and

incorporating a leather sweatband round its 
lower edge. Also fabric lined, the neck and 
ear protection is in soft, grained plastic 
material which closely simulates leather. An 
unusual feature is the embodiment of quilted 
padding in the neck curtain. The chin-strap 
is secured by a buckle of two-ring pattern 
and at the back of the helmet is a press- 
stud-secured loop for retaining goggles elastic. 

Finish is outstandingly good, even to 
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decorative stitching on the chin-strap. The 
external surface of the shell is coated with 
a high-gloss lacquer and there is a medial 
strip of thin bonaed-on plastic sheet which 
plays its part in a variety of two-tone and 
even three-tone colour schemes. A normal 
range of sizes is available and it is antici- 
pated that a further model with a peak will 
be introduced soon at a slightly higher price 
than the £2 18s 6d (including purchase tax) 
of the model under review.

Training Scheme 


BY the end of last year 10,054 trainees 
under the R.A.C.-A.C.U. scheme had 
been awarded proficiency certificates. Largest 
number of passes during 1957 was gained 
by the Kingston Club with 77; Wolves 
(Walthamstow) gained 73 and Cardiff Eagle 
65. The leading club on the basis of total 
passes is Sotth Birmingham with 405 gained 
since July 1948. 

Owing to shortage of petrol during the 
early part of last year, the total number of 
certificates awarded, 1,402, was slightly 
lower than the previous three years (1,625 
in 1956, 1,529 in 1955 and 1,645 in 1954). 
Over 60 clubs are operating the scheme and 
there are, in addition, pilot schools under 
the direct jurisdiction of the R.A.C. at 
Crystal Palace, Harringay and White City, 
London, and at Bristol and Aldershot.
